I have a box and a half of new fuses which appear to be military. They are 
approximately 1 1/8" long and 1/2" in diameter. One box contains 6 - 15 
Amp/250 Volt Trionic dual element fuses and the part numbers are 

TR-15. The other box contains 10 - 20 Amp/ 250 Volt fuses that are Type RF 
fuses, part number RFN-30. The box does not state whether or not these are 
also dual element. These fuses are silver plated! I'm not sure what they 
were for but they must have cost plenty!

Hello! 


Well, I am not yet finished with the receiver (it still needs some 
cleaning, specially on its dial, front panel and knobs and perhaps an 
alignment), but I have got the receiver working in all its nine bands. And, 
by the way, it seems pretty stable and sounds really fine :-)! 


I had checked output stage with a signal generator and it worked fine. But 
previous stage, a 100kHz IF strip, was just not working. It is a two 6BA6 
tube stage and injecting signal in the grid of any of them generated no 
output on their respective plates... so something was wrong. I checked same 
way the IF transformers to find they were fine. So I measured voltages at 


different tube pins to find that cathode voltage was, by far, too high 
(around 160VDC)... 


What did I to get the rig working?. Well, thanks to Dave MW1DUJ, who sent 
me an scanned copy of the schematics, I found that the set has a MUTE 
condition which should be disabled by shorting two pins in a multiple 
connector on the rear of the set. It is same connector used for the speaker 
/ line outputs. Of course, I did not get such connector with the set so I 
had temporarily connected the speaker directly by means of a coax cable to 
the back (internal side) of the connector, at its 3.2 Ohm position. But had 
no clue there was a MUTE which needed to be disabled :-)! 


Once I got the receiver working, I dealt with the ‘cracking noise’. Some of 
you suggested a bad capacitor to be the culprit of the noise. As the noise 
was the same at all AF gain settings, I began troubleshooting with my 
trusty Tektronix 475 oscilloscope, from the output tube to previous stages. 
Of course, the crackings could be seen at the plate of the 6AQ5 output 
tube. But they were also at the input grid. So they were also at the 6AT6 
detector tube plate but not at any of its input pins. So something was not 
right at the 6AT6 plate circuit!. There were just three ‘suspect’ 
components: a coupling cap, a bypass cap and a resistor (connected to B+). 
I disconnected the bypass cap and the noise was still there. Then I lifted 
the coupling cap (which went to the 6AQ5 input grid) and the noise was not 
gone. So there was just one component which could be the culprit, a 270k 
Ohm resistor to B+!. I lifted one leg and it read open circuit with my 
Fluke 77... suspecting!. So I put another 270k resistor and connected the 


receiver... and the cracking noise was gone. Hooray!!!. As the old 270k 
resistor was still coneected at one side, I put the DVM on its lifted leg 
to read a non-stable voltage, from about 1 to 4 VDC... the cracking noise, 
for sure. 


So this is the current status of the Eddystone 830/7 project. Now I just 
need to carefully clean it and, once I get a manual, check its alignment. 
So far I have found that all the works I had previously done (rewiring a 
butchered band switch wafer, replacing the AGC/NL wafer, resoldering loose 
connections, rewiring filament power cabling, replacing a weak RF amplifier 
tube, ...) were fine and everything is now working as expected. By the way, 
the butchered band switch wafer, in its standard condition, just bypass the 
‘band spread' function in lower three bands. I have found that it works 
fine as it should, bypassing it, as the dial has enough size to deal with 
lower bands without band spread. And, anyway, this is the original 
condition of the set, as it should be ;-) 


I will probably do some extra work to let the filament wiring as it was 
originally. There is one tube, the VFO, which uses a completely different 
filament wiring, directly form the main transformer. All the other tubes 
share another filament wiring. I don't know why, somebody changed this and 
put the VFO tube filament in parallel with all the other tubes... 


Sorry for this long post but I just wanted to share with you both my 
happiness and my troubleshooting experience. Hope you have enjoyed it!

Well1l111111...the All Star receivers both were and weren't kits; with a 
large group of manufacturers having got together on the design and parts 
line-up, at least *somex of the parts were available collected together ina 
nice box with the "All-Star" logo on it. Just so happens a vy fb OT sent me 
such a box along with some other interesting oddiments--I'll have a look and 
see what the text on the lid has to say about the contents. (Also have the 
issue of Gernsback's "Short Wave Craft"[1] in which they first review one of 
the receivers, I think the "Junior," and it's chock-full of advertisments 
from both the mfrs involved and all the usual supply houses offering various 
package deals). 


Thordarson-Meissner seem to have been the prime movers behind the 
"All-Star" gear, which included at least one family of "progressive" 
transmitter (build the exciter now, add a big amp and modulator later!) as 
well. Many of the other big names in radio were onboard as well. It was a 
smart Depression marketing gimmick, allowing the builder with limited 
resources to pick up the parts (and substitute rather freely, not that 
they'd tell you to do that!) catch-as-can while avoiding the difficult 
metalwork. It looks to me like it was a pretty good value for the money, 
the receivers (a bit wide of passband) less so than the transmitters. For 
the manufactures, it helped sell parts now and built name recognition and 
goodwill for the future (so many radio repair guys started out as hams, 
especially in the '30s!). 


...In my Basement of Perpetual Projects[2] is yet another pasteboard box 
slowly accumulating parts for a try at making one of these receivers in some 
distant day. Both the All-Stars are fairly straightforward plug-in coil 
superhets with onboard power supply and 455kc/s-ish IF. The only 
hard-to-find and difficult to substitute part is the Crowe "airplane" style 
reduction dial-drive.

Appearance is not great on the 
outside, inside it's very nice. New electrolytics and leaking paper caps 
replaced, 20K 50 watt resistor was open, put in a 25K 50 watt 
replacement, and it's working great. I'm ready to put it on the air. 


But no mike. What's the best mike to use on this tx? Are the 3 pin mic 
connectors available anywhere? I have lots of 4 pin replacements but 
would rather stay stock if I can. I've tried it with a small crystal 
lapel microphone and the modulator works. I know these are noted for 
that viking II sound.

Hi, 
I have a Shure 55S microphone that I picked up at a hamfest. It is a snazzy 


looking mic! I'd like to use it with my 32V2 or Valiant on AM. 


I do need to find a connector for it. Does anyone know offhand where I 
might find a matching connector? I'm not a mic guy so I don't know if this 
configuration is current or not. 


The foam material behind the grill needs replacing. Is there anything 
special about this stuff or can I hunt the isles at Home Depot? 


What type of mic base was typically used with something like that? I've 
seen the EV664 with the 419 stand and it sounds like that was the typical 
combo for the 664. Anything like that for the 55S? Does anyone use some 


sort of boom to hang the mic over the operating position? 


Lastly, I just put up some clear and bright b/w photo's of the Milwaukee 
School of Engineering ARC club station 9S0O and club members from the 
1920's. The photos are quite crisp as you can read the calls off the qsl 
cards on the wall. The transmitter consisted of a UV203 tube and the 
receiver was a detector and single audio stage, two tube regen. I spent 
some time Saturday night going through the originals with a magnifying glass 
to see what else could be identified. That was alot of fun browsing the 
shelves and walls. In the main operating position (on the right) to the 
right of the receiver there are several semi-automatic bugs. .
